A BRILLIANT ANNIVERSARY,

A Gala Literary Night at miliersville.

The Page literarv soecity, one‘of the
arms of the Millersville Normal scheol,

The evening was delightful in calmness
and temperature and the chapel was filled
to the utmost seating capacity to aceom-
modate those present. Mr. L!lm Hollin-
ger, of Ilarrisburg, ex-district atterney of
Dauphin eounty, was president of the oc
casion ; Miss Emma J. Knight, of Hol
land, P’a., secretary ; soon after the be-
ginning of the exercises they were pro-
sented by the society with very elezant
floral designs which grace the executive
desk during the rest of the evening. The
motto of the s=ociety, “*Rich in Truth,”
was conspicuons on the neat programmes,
and members wore the “ trne blne,” the
society color. :

The Balutatory.
At 8 p. m. President Ilollinger called
the meeting to order ; Rev. J. P. Moore,
Millersville, pronounced a fervid invoea-
tion ; the Page glee club sang - Emerson’s
¢ May Song,” Miss Aune L. Stauffer, of
Safe Harbor, carrying the solo part and
the skillful leader, Mr. D. R. Barr, con-
ducting the chorus; and then Mr. Hol-
linger delivered the formal salutatory.
* We stand,” he said, “ between twoex-
tremitics—that of the past and the fa-
ture. While engaged in our usual avoea-
tions we seldom study the eternal world
around us and our relations to it. At such
anniversaries as this they aro recalled to
us, Back of us are the urns and sepulchres
of mortality.
